Washington, Doc. 21.-—Senator Fora- 
ker occupied the attention of the sen­ 
ate In its last session before the holi­ 
day recess in an extended criticism of 
the basis of President Roosevelt’s ac­ 
tion in discharging the negro troops 
of the Twenty-fifth Infantry on account 
of the Brownsville raid. 
He was re­ 
plied 
to briefly by Senator 
Lodge, 
while Senator Scott sustained the de­ 
mand of tile Ohio senator for a full in- 
v caligation of the matter by the senate 
military committee. 
A resolution di 
decting such an Investigation is before 
tin> senate mr action at its next meet­ 
ing. 
Immediately after the senate con­ 
vened the resolution was taken up 
and Senator Foraker addressed the 
senate in its support. He began with 
the broad declaration that “the pres­ 
ident misconceived ids constitutional 
power when he discharged the troops 
and he also misconceived the testi­ 
mony on which his action was based." 
Mr. Foraker said that the president’s 
constitutional power was simply to 
command the army and navy as com- 
niander-in-chief, while to congress the 
Constitution gave the power to raise 
armies and to make rules and regain 
thins for its government. The regula­ 
tions prescribed that no man could be 
summarily discharged without a right 
to be tried and the articles of war, he 
argued, prescribed minutely how these 
trials are to be conducted; that all 
punishments should be in accordance 
with the directions of courtmartial 
He contended, after reading at length 
from the articles of war, it was incon 
crivable that the president should be 
Absolutely without restraint. 


Congress Had Limited the Penalties 
The president, he said, stated in his 
message 
that 
these 
soldiers 
were 
guilty of mutiny and had been di 
charged for that reason. 
He followed 
this with the article of war providing 
that a courtmartial should direct this 
punishment. 
This w'as all to guart 
ainst the exercise of an autocratic 
power. 
Congress, to avoid excessive 
punishment, had limited the penalties 
Mr. Foraker cited cases from the 
work of General Davis on military 
law, where refusal to give testimony 
was an offense under 
the head of 
“disorder” and 
was punishable 
by 
courtmart ial. 
When 
Senator Foraker 
concluder 
his rem arks on his negro troops reso 
lution he received unanimous consent 
to modify the resolution so that it now 
directs the senate committee on mil 
tary affairs to investigate the circum 
stances leading up to the discharge of 
the negro troops. 
Mr. Lodge replied briefly to Mr. For 
aker’s speech, and Senator Scott re 
marked that as he had read the his 
tory of Hie Spanish-American war, the 
Tenth cavalry, colored, was largely re 
sponsible for the preservation of the 
Rough Riders. 
“If it had 
not been for the Tenth 
cavalry we might, not have the priv 
lege of having 
that gallant 
soldier 
that splendid president, today in the 
White House,” he added. 
The senate adjourned at 2:45 p. rn. 
until Jan. 3, 1907.

Albany, N. Y., Dec. 
21.—Albert T. 
Patrick has been saved by Governor 
Higgins from the death chair, in the 
shadow of which ho has stood for near­ 
ly five years. 
He 
was convicted in 
March, J902, of the 
murder of Will­ 
iam Marsh Rice, an aged New York 
city millionaire. 
In a brief memoran­ 
dum laying stress upon tho dissenting 
opinions of the judges of the court of 
appeals, which affirmed Patrick’s con­ 
viction by a vote of four to three, tile 
governor announced that he had com­ 
muted the death sentence 
to impris­ 
onment for life. 
Later in Hie day tho 
governor strongly Intimated a doubt 
of Patrick’s entire sanity, attributing 
his mental state to the strain under 
which the condemned lawyer has la­ 
bored all these years In the death cell 
at Sing Sing. 
The governor was shown a dispatch 
from a New York newspaper to a cor­ 
respondent in which it was asserted 
that Patrick denied having 
sent the 
governor any 
appeal for 
clemency, 
would refuse to accept the commuta­ 
tion. and insist upon his “right to die.” 
“Patrick cannot determine what ids 
punishment shall be,” said Governor 
Higgins. 
“He is mistaken If he says 
he sent me no application. 
In fact, I 
have several: one in particular, ask­ 
ing for a pardon. 
He will have to be 
careful or he may find himself in Mat- 
teawan. 
The 
long strain 
seems to 
have been too much for him.” 
Matteawan Is the state hospital for 
insane criminals. 


P ATRIC K N O T SATIS FIED. 


Says He Will at Once Begin His Fight 
for Freedom. 
Ossining. N. Y., Doc. 21.—Albert T. 
Patrick has announced he is not sat­ 
isfied with commutation and would at 
once begin his fight 
for freedom. 
A 
writ of habeas corpus will he applied 
for, it was said, in the United States 
court, making Warden Johnson the de­ 
fendant. 
The first news of the action of Gov­ 
ernor Higgins was taken to the pris­ 
oner’s cell in th«> deathhouse In Sing 
Sins prison 
by his wife. Mrs. 
Pat­ 
rick left New York immediately on re­ 
ceipt of the news from Albany and up­ 
on her arrival here she was p e r m i t t e d 
to go at once to lier 
husband’s cell. 
Patrick seemed not at all surprised to 
learn 
that the 
governor had 
inter­ 
vened to save his life.

President Roosevelt Urges E. H. Harrb 
man to Close It.

Iii order ( > revive the whaling in­ 
dustry on the Pacilio coast and to ap­ 
ply to it ti,odern methods a company 
iias been 
formed in Seattle, 
Wash., 
says a special dispatch to tile Chicago 
Record Herald. 
Unlike former whal­ 
ing methods, 
the company plans to 
utilize every portion of tile great crea­ 
tures, taking all varieties of them. Tile 
old time whalers hinted tin* right or 
sperm whale alone. 
The cachelots and 
bowhead whales were the most prof­ 
itable and were sought for their bone 
and oil. 
The methods of the old time whal­ 
ers have been Improved upon. 
In the 
days when the greasy canvas of the 
“blubber hunters.” sailing from New 
Bedford, which was tho mecca of all 
whalers, Mil I toned every son. the indus­ 
try was In Its Infancy. 
Fully two- 
thirds of the revenue producing part of 
the whale was thrown away. 
In their 
little boats, with the harpooner at the 
bow, the whalers would approach one 
of the giants and after a struggle sub­ 
due it or be subdued and lost. 
Then 
the whale was towed alongside the 
ship, where it was cut up. 
The blub­ 
ber was hauled on board and In great 
Iron pots set in si brick foundation on 
the deck was tried out, and the bone 
was stowed away below’. 
The oil of the head was ladled out in 
buckets, and sifter the whale was thor­ 
oughly separated from these two prod­ 
ucts the renisiindcr was thrown away, 
and the search for more wuis begun. In 
the days when whales were plentiful 
this method was appropriate. 
That 
was the time when 5 0 0 vessels inside 
New Redford their headquarters and 
when the total oil catch of that p o r t 
was 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 barrels annually. 
N otv It 
has dwindled to less than 10,000 bar­ 
rels annually, and where once from 
50 to 3 0 0 or IOO ships were seen In the 
harbor the sight of 5 is unusual. 
The 
Seattle 
company 
Intends 
lo 
make eight different products from 
the whales. 
Oil, bone, fertilizer, skele­ 
ton bone, glue, leather, whale meat and 
stearin or tallow are to be had. 
Tho company Intends to establish 
stations I '‘.ween Cape Flattery aud 
the Alaska peninsula and to operate 
steam whaling vessels equipped with 
the Sven l'cyan whale gun. 
They are 
to lie modeled after the one of the 
Pacific steam whaling station at Sca­ 
oba rt, on tho Vancouver Island coast, 
which uses the steamer Orlon, which 
came into prominence ut the time of 
the 
Valencia 
wreck. 
All 
kinds 
of 
whales are captured anti towed to the 
station, where every part of them is 
worked up Into a marketable product. 
Most of tho whale oil Is now shipped 
to th(> (Ila-gow (Scotland! refineries. 
Hawaii gets most of the guano or fer­ 
tilizer, and most of the bone is shipped 
to New Redford. 
Chicago takes the 
tallow or stearin. 
In this way the 
products are scattered broadcast. 
The 
aim of-th e new company is to cen­ 
tralize the various products in Seattle, 
having different factories and plants 
for the relining or manufacture of all 
the finished products of the mammals. 
Their plan is to operate whaling v e s ­ 
sels equipped with the whaling gun. 
Whalers differ regarding this gun. 
It 
shoots a large harpoon with a bomb 
which explodes after two seconds aud 
is presumed to canso death almost in­ 
stantly. 
The harpoon holds the whale 
while it is towed to the side of the 
ship, and air is pumped into its intes­ 
tines to keej) It afloat w’hile being tak­ 
en to the station, where the process of 
cutting up the carcass is carried on. 
Many whalers prefer the old style 
method of the hand harpoon, although 
the bomb is alleged by ninny to be bet­ 
ter and more efficient.

1 coming too plentiful in California. As 
a matter of fact, it bears witness to a 
I disquieting disposition in Americans. 
It testifies to their constantly increas­ 
ing aversion for the yellow race, 
j 
“It is undeniable that the govern- J 
meats in Washington and Tokyo are 
! desirous of maintaining peace. But it 
I is Impossible to uproot an Instinctive 


I and logical aversion for the yellow pc >- 
; pies which exists 
in the hearts of 
j American citizens. And the germ of a 
j war In the near future is contained in 
that aversion. 
“This war is inevitable. 
The geo­ 
graphical situation 
of the two coun­ 
tries, ii keen commercial rivalry, the 
encounter of two distinct imperialisms 
in .a certain region of tin* world .are so 
many sources of complications that can 
only lead to an appeal to the force of 
arms. 
In Japan, imb ed, no one lins any 
Illusions on this source. 
An indication 
of this effect is contained in the follow­ 
ing instance: 
“Mr. Natalia,sib Tokugoro, the em i­ 
nent president of tile Osaka t 
>* .1 
Kaisha, one of the biggest . apa nose 
shipping companies, has m ale ii special 
study of the question of ii forthcoming 
war between his native country and 
the United States. 
In speeches and 
with the pen he is constantly treating 
of tins grave and thrilling subject, is 
continually urging his countrymen to 
prepare for it. 
And they ask nothing 
better than to follow his counsel. 
The 
conviction that an open conflict be­ 
tween the United States and Japan is 
Inevitable Is not of recent growth so 
far as he is concerned. 
At the very 
moment 
when 
the 
mikado’s 
armies 
were triumphant over our valiant but 
unfortunate Russian a Hies Mr. Naka- 
hashi Tokugoro continued to give sage 
advice to his countrymen, rendered 
heedless by victory. 
Ile urged them 
to prepare for ‘a second trial, one that 
would be severer, longer and more dan­ 
gerous.’ 
“Mr. Nakahnshi Tokugoro’s declara­ 
tions are worth consideration, for they 
are accepted as gospel by the enterpris­ 
ing politicians of the young empire of 
the Rising Sun. 
“ ‘On each side of Hie Pacific,’ he 
says, ‘the sam e effort is being made to 
thwart Japanese expansion. 
As the 
obstacle on the w est paralyzed our de­ 
velopment, Japan plunged into war 
with Russia.

States and Japan, both desirous of se­ 
curing the mastery of the Pacific, Is, 
according to Mr. Nakahashl Tokugoro, 
becoming steadily more threatening. 
“This has caused the director of tile 
Osaka Khosen Kaisha, a most thought­ 
ful writer, to measure Japan’s chances 
of victory In such a war. 
“ ‘Let us suppose that the encounter 
between the Japanese and American 
navies is postponed 
until after tho 
completion of the Panama canal. More 
than half tin* fleet of the United States 
would certainly be sent Into the Pa­ 
cific through that newly opened door. 
Consequently 
Japan 
must 
at 
once 
place on th • stocks a number of ships 
equal to tile number that the United 
States could m as. in the great ocean. 
The construction of such a number of 
ships would be a. iply sufficient for the 
mikado’s empire *o long as the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance links together the 
destinies of Great Britain and Japan,’ 
“As for weighing tho chances of vic­ 
tory in nil immedio c war between Ja­ 
pan aud the United States, Mr. Naka- 
liashi Tokugoro affects not to think of 
it. Yet a war ai once would moot with 
his approval. The Japanese navy, he 
considers, is sufficiently powerful to 
overcome the lan ai forces of the Unit­ 
ed States. To wait is only to see Ja ­ 
pan’s chances of victory diminish and 
her expenditure increase, as tile battle­ 
ships constructed in the American re­ 
public must entail the corresponding 
construction of other battleships in Ja­ 
pan. Nevertheless Mr. Nakahashl To­ 
kugoro dares not hope for an immedi­ 
ate war. ‘But,’ he remarks, ‘in a coun­ 
try like the United States, where na­ 
tional questions are regulated solely 
by tb.e people’s representatives, 
the 
government may Im* forced to declare 
war on Japan by s nm* manifestation 
of public opinion. Consequently steam 
should be kept up on our warships.’ 
“Let no one imagine that Mr. Naka 
hasid Tokugoro has no followers. J a­ 
pan In Its entirety is of his opinion. 
The Manchyo. the democratic organ of 
Tokyo, on Sept. 2‘J, discussing the San 
Francisco Incident, said: 
“ ‘We must sp *ak firmly and decided­ 
ly regarding any question that touches 
the honor of the Japanese nation or 
that 
may 
affect 
its 
Interests. 
We 
should not fear to say all we have to 
say, even though our relations with 
other nations should suffer. 
Whether 
the Incident be serious or trifling, if tho

way, an adversary who may be of far 
greater danger to our commerce, as he 
advances more discreetly, less noisily 
aud attracts less attention. 
This ad­ 
versary is so well equipped to embar­ 
rass aud impoverish us that before 
long lie will be for us a source of seri­ 
ous difficulties. 
The progress of our 
first enemy was stopped, thanks to our 
cannons, and the danger was dissi­ 
pated, but a greater effort will be re­ 
quired to defeat our eastern enemy 
than was required to destroy the Mus­ 
covite power. The J a p a n e s e people are 
being lulled to sleep by its victories. It 
disdains the insults and threats direct­ 
ed at it from San Francisco. I urn com­ 
pelled to remind it of its duty.’ 
“The foregoing memorable lines were 
written by Mr. Nakahnshi T okugoro in 
July, litho, and published in the Taigo, 
tin* Revue des Deux Mondos of J a p a n . 
In the same article the Japanese w r i t ­ 
er laid special stress on the cutting of 
the isthmus of Panama, an enterprise 
which in his eyes Increases fourfold 
tile danger, 
already 
so great, 
th a t 
Imerican imperialism constitutes L a­ 
the empire of the mikado. 
“ ‘France, having failed to cut the 
canal,’ he observed, ‘bas turned over 
tin* enter j »rise to America. T h e United 
States has taken the task in hand, ami 
•at the present time the com pletion of 
the canal Is only a question of a few 
years say ten. Now, it is indisputable 
that the cutting of a waterway across 
tho Isthmus of Panama will r e v o lu tio n ­ 
ize the commerce of the world. Wk a 
the two oceans are linked by this ca­ 
nal, what will t lie Japanese say, what 
will they do, w hat can they do? It is 
essential for us to prepare at once for 
events which Jeopardize our vital Inter 
eats and to avoid being taken by sn**

Tile Italian housewives of the poorer 
classes seem to have one u: hangenhle 
recipe for a baking. 
Agents of ch arita­ 
ble societies have found this out by the 
women alw ay s asking for a certain 
nil rn lier of pounds of Hour, just enough 
for one baking, In their grocery lists. 
They m ake the flour into a numl>er of 
loaves, which, put Into one pan, hake 
into one great loaf. 
The size of the 
family seems to m ake no difference. Tf 
the family is small, the bread simply 
lasts a little longer and gets a little 
drier. 
The bread is very good when 
fresh. 
They do not use as much yeast 
as American cooks, and the bread Is 
very crusty, som ething on the order of 
French bread. 
Tho poorest families 
also use a g re a t deal of “polenta.” 
This is merely flour stirred Into boll­ 
ing water, a fte r the m anner of old 
fashioned A m erican "hasty pudding,” 
only tiiat flour Is used Instead of corn­ 
meal. 
No people In the world nre so 
devoted to w h e at flour as the Italians. 
W hether In th e form of bread, polenta 
or tile om nlpres. ut macaroni, It forms
